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MILK  PRODUCTION,  DISPOSITION  AND  INCOME,  I965-66 

The  nxunljer  of  milk  cows  on  farms  in  I966  vas  the  smallest  of  record  at 
llf.lffliUioa,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  However,  they  produced 
at  a  new  high  rate  of  8,513  pounds  per  cow,  resulting  in  a  total  of  120.2 
billion  pounds  of  milk.  The  farm  value  of  milk  produced  in  I966  was  a  record 
high  of  $5,781  million.  Cash  receipts  of  $5*513  million  from  farmers*  mar- 
ketings of  milk  and  cream  were  a  record- -topping  I965,  the  previous  record, 
"by  9  percent. 

Milk  production  down  3  percent  in  I966 

Milk  production  in  I966  was  120.2  •billion  pounds,  down  3  percent  frcwn  1965« 
The  1966  output  was  produced  "by  an  annual  average  of  l^l-.l  million  milk  cows,  the 
smallest  of  record  and  6  percent  "below  the  annual  average  in  1965.    Output  per 
cow  set  a  new  high  of  8,513  pounds  in  I966,  up  3  percent  fran  the  previous  re- 
cord of  8,3Qk  pounds  in  I965.    Nearly  all  of  the  reduction  in  milk  production 
frcan  1965  occurred  in  3  regions— North  Atlantic,  down  3  percent;  East  North 
Central,  down  5  percent;  and  West  North  Central,  down  6  percent.    Output  was 
about  equal  to  a  year  earlier  in  the  South  Atlantic,  South  Central,  and  West. 

Farm  use  of  milk  continues  downward 

Milk  used  on  farms  where  produced  is  estimated  at  5>^9^  million  pounds  in 
1966.    This  was  less  than  a  year  earlier  by  8  percent,  which  is  the  average 
annual  decline  for  the  years  1960-6iv.    Flarm  use  in  I966  consisted  of  1,972  mil- 
lion pounds,  or  36  percent,  fed  to  calves;    3>l60  million  pounds,  or  58  percent, 
consumed  as  fluid  milk  emd  cream;  and  362  million  pounds,  or  6  percent,  used  for 
farm  churned  butter. 

Marketings  by  producers  down  3  percent 

Milk  and  cream  marketed  by  farmers  totaled  ll4*7  billion  pounds  of  milk 
equivalent  in  I966,  down  3  percent  from  the  118.2  billion  pounds  marketed  in 
1965*    These  marketings  consist  of  whole  milk  and  farm- separated  cream  sold 
to  plants  and  dealers  and  milk  sold  directly  to  consumers.    Marketings  of  whol^ 
milk  to  plants  totaled  110.0  billion  pounds  in  I966,  about  2  percent  less  than 
the  112.7  billion  pounds  sold  during  1965*    Sales  of  farm- separated  cream  (milk 
equivalent )w6re  3.0  billion  pounds  compared  with  3.7  billion  pounds  in  I9S3* 
Milk  sold  directly  to  consumers  totaled  I.7  billion  pounds  in  I966,  about  6 
percent  less  than  the  1.8  billion  pounds  sold  in  I965.

Record  high  cash  receipts 

farmers*  cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  totaled  a  record 
high  of  $5,513  million  in  1966,  9  percent  more  than  the  previous  record  of 
$5*037  million  in  1965.    Cash  receipts  from  marketings  were  ahove  I965  in  all 
regions,  with  gains  ranging  frm  5  percent  in  the  Korth  Atlantic  to  15  percent 
in  the  South  Central.    Wisconsin  led  all  States  in  cash  receipts  from  milk 
marketings,  followed  by  New  York,  California,  Minnesota,  and  Pennsylvemia • 
These  5  States  accounted  for      percent  of  the  total  cash  receipts  for  the 
United  States  in  I966. 

Returns  for  combined  raarketingp  of  milk  and  cream  averaged  $4.8l  per  hundred- 
weight in  1966.    This  is  a  record  high  and  3  percent  more  than  the  previous  high 
of  $^.68  in  1952. 

Cash  receipts  from  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  totaled  $5,256  million 
in  1966,  an  Increase  of  10  percent  frm  1965*  R^tiims  from  sale  of  cream  were 
$69.5  million  in  I966,  down  Ik  percent  from  the  I965  total  of  8O.7  million. 
Sales  by  farmers  directly  to  consumers  produced  $187*8  million  of  receipts  in 
1966,  compared  with  $189.9  million  in  1965*        farm  value  of  all  milk  produced 
in  1966  was  $5,781  million,  a  9-percent  Increase  over  1965* 

Supply  and  Utilization  of  Milk:    Data  on  the  supply  and  utilization  of  milk 
(Table  27)  are  published  in  whole-milk  equivalent,  based  on  the  milkfat  content 
of  ingredients  and  products.    The  total  supply  consists  of  milk  production  plus 
the  milk  equivalent  of  net  imports  of  dairy  manufacturing  Ingredients  and  net 
out-of- storage  movement  of  cream.    Data  on  utilization  of  milk  in  manufactiu^d 
products  are  based  on  the  total  milkfat  requiired  to  produce  the  products  and 
include  the  milk  equivalent  of  any  Imported  ingredients  used  •    In  this  report 
consumption  of  fltiid  milk  and  cream  is  reported  in  separate  estimates  of  sales 
by  dealers,  sales  by  producers  directly  to  consumers,  and  milk  consumed  on 
farms  where  produced.    These  3  estimates  replace  the  former  series  of  separate 
estimates  of  nonfarm  constuaption  and  farm  consumption  (including  farm  families 
using  purchased  milk  and  cream). 
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Manufactorlng  grade- 30  percent  of  plant  deliveries 

Deliveries  of  manufacturing  grade  milk  In  I966  accounted  for  30  percent  of  all 
whole  milk  sold  to  plants  and  dealers.    In  I965,  manufacturing  grade  milk  represented 
31  percent  of  the  total.    The  percentage  of  mantifacturlng  grade  milk  in  I966  declined 
1  percentage  point  from  I965  In  the  East  North  Central,  West  North  Central,  and  South 
Atlantic  regions,  and  dropped  2  percentage  points  in  the  South  Central  and  Western 
regions.
